“Borax” is the way the furniture 
trade describes gaudy, massive 
furniture which uses fancy styling 
to distract the consumer from its 
basic shoddiness or poor value. 
The term is said to have originated 
with the flashy furniture the 
manufacturers of borax once gave 
away as premiums. 


This year—when furniture prices 
should be coming down because 
of reduced costs of some of the 
materials and increased competi- 
tion — instead manufacturers are| 
introducing a new kind of ela- 
borate-looking ‘furniture. Instead 
of ‘lowering the price tags, they 
claim they are giving the public 
more for its money at the same 
price by making their furniture 
larger and more decorative. 


But according to Betty Pepis, 
an experienced, sharp-eyed home- 
furnishings editor, the ‘more for 
the money” consists of added sur- 
face decoration rather than better) 
construction and design. For ex- 
ample, she observed at the recent 
furniture showings for the whole-| 
sale trade, that much of the 1954 
furniture has more intricate fin- 
ishes and trimming, including 


niture. 
AVOID PILE FABRICS 

The covering is important too, 
both for durability and to ease 
your housekeeping problem. It’s 
best to avoid pile fabrics, especially 
mohair, which are costly and col- 
lect dirt. The cotton upholstery 
ifabrics are durable and soil re- 
sistant, but avoid loosely-woven 
novelty fabrics sometimes found 
on modern furniture. For long 
wear make sure the fabric is 
closely and tightly woven. If pos- 
sible, hold up a sample of it to 
the light to examine the closeness 
of weave, and pull at the material 
both ways. Among good choices in 
cotton coverings are denim, twill, 
linen and cotton tapestry. 


Plastic-covered chairs of course 
are undeniably easy to keep clean, 
but have proven to have disad- 
vantages of their own. The plastic 
film often cracks or tears and is 
difficult to repair. Cotton-backed 
plastic covering is more durable 
than plastic film. 


In wood dining and living room 
tables, plastic top surfaces are 
gaining popularity for their real 
advantages. They are heat and 
scratch resistent, easy to clean

The new furniture is bigger too; 
longer sofas with more seating 
space, bigger chests of drawers. 
But larger furniture is “more for 
your money” only if you have the 
space for it. In today’s smaller 
houses, the need is more for mod- 
erately-sized furniture that eases 
housekeeping and doesn’t crowd 
up a room so it looks like an over- 
furnished model room in a store. 


Simple design really gives you 
more for your money. 

Bulkiness may look impressive 
in a store but may be a nuisance 
in your home. 

BUYING TIPS 

In the current furniture sales,

are especially noticeable. Such 
pieces upholstered in foam rubber 
are offered at comparatively rea- 
sonable prices. Foam rubber makes 
satisfactory upholstery if properly 
constructed. There are different 
qualities of it, with some foam 
rubber containing more air pores 
which reduces its value. You can 
tell by pressing the cushions be- 
tween your hands which actually 
is the better-quality, less-porous 
foam rubber. Too, the foam rub- 
ber needs to be securely attached 
to the, outer covering by a welt 
and possibly also button tufts. 
Make sure it is else the covering 
will tend to wrinkle easily in use. 
Too, make sure the crimped-wire 
steel webbing underneath the

Stores also offer specials on rugs 
in the mid-Winter furniture sales. 
In fact, most of the large rug 
manufacturers themselves have 
reduced prices because of poor 
business, and rug values are better 
now than they have been in 
jseveral years. Cotton carpeting is 
being bought by many families 
because of its lower price and 
attractive colors. Most trade ex- 
perts consider it durable although 
possibly not quite as durable as 
the same grade of wool carpeting. 
Chief disadvantages of the cotton 
jrugs are that they seem to get 
\dirty quicker, and also, mat down 
faster than wool.

Apply the suds to but one sec- 
tion of the rug at a time, using 
a cloth, brush, or sponge. Over- 
lap the sections as you go so that 
rings will not result. Take up the 
soiled suds with a clean rinse 
cloth, then blot with a clean dry 
cloth. Keep the windows open to 
sped drying.

GARBAGE CANS 

Even in homes where méchan- 
ical devices are available for get- 
ting rid of garbage, sanitation 
officials say the garbage can still 
is as important as ever. For the 
ever-increasing no-return, throw- 
away bottles as well as metal and 
even some paper food containers 
still must be placed in cans to 
\asbeg collection. 


It isn’t sufficient to dump these 
containers in open baskets, for 
food particles may cling to the 
bottles, cans, or cartons. And noth- 
ing will attract rats and mice 
quicker than such open invitations 
for a free meal. 


Therefore, "health authorities 
recommend that such garbage and 
other trash be placed in tightly- 
covered, galvanized steel cans 
which will keep out rodents until 
the refuse is collected.
